conference between District Attorney 
Jerome and counsel for Thaw and Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald also consumed much 
time before the case was opened. The 
Thaw Xamily occupied their accustom- 
ad places. Harry Thaw was nervous. 
He talked with his attorneys and with 
farvalho, the handwriting expert. 


Attorney Garvan outlining the crime

ed the mllrder was criminal, cruel and 
malicious and that tho State will prove 
these facts.

den departure. Robert Paxton, engi- 
neer at the garden, acquainted 
with 


Thaw for years, described the gar- 
den. He heard the first s>hot and saw 
Thaw flre the last two shots. He saw 
his arrest and heard Thaw exclaim: 
"I shot him because ha ruined my 
wife." 


Mayer Cohen, who was seated close 


to White at Madison Square Garden 
and wilaessed the tragedy, enacted the 
movements of Thaw, while he gave 
ftls testimony. He waa excused with 
only one question by Judge Delman 
for Thaw. The prisoner winced pro- 
oeptibly when Cohen, dramatically Il- 
lustrated tho firing of the fatal shot. 
The State rested Its case at 12.45.
